■ 'Iho Bucoees ot tho a^uiiisti re'uulliou, 
through wbioh a dynasty wun over- 
thrown after a few trilling engage- 
ments and a now Govornrncnt organ- 
ized upon a Constitutional basis, ia an 
event unpreoedonted in history. TJn« 
der tbo lately dethroned Queen lea- 
bella, religious and political liberty 
wore unknown, and tbo state ol 
wrotchodnoeB and poverty in wbioh 
tho people wore steeped was truly ap- 
palling. Ministry succeeded ministry 
during tho lust few years, oach prom- 
ising an jn-provomont, and each ro- 
' tiring (fcaft office with a load of infamy 
greater than had. attached to lis 
predecessors. Tuo poople, stirred to 
notion by tho example of the famous 
General Prim, after two abortive at- 
tempts have succeeded in throwing 
off the yoke and in securing for thorn- 
selves and children tho priceless boon 
of a Constitutional Government. In 
a short time this regenerated pcopto, 
out of whoso hearts tbo Spanish Quoon 
: fondly imagined she had crushed tho 
last lingoring longing for liborty — 
thoao emancipated serfs from whoso 
limbs tho shackles oi tyranny have 
just been struck — will walk proudly 
to tbo polls and declare their prefer- 
ence for a King tho foundation of 
whose throne will bo rest deep in the 
hearts of tho people. The speotaolo is 

- as grand cs it is unprocodented, and 
must oauso tho blood of tho lovers of 
Constitutional liberty, oven in this. 
Colony, to quicken iu their veins at 

. its contemplation. The moral effeot 
of tho Spanish rebellion has bcon folt 
throughout tho continent, and nowhero 
more strongly than in Eranoo, whonco 
ascends the angry mutterings which 

a precede a popular upheaval. The la* 
tost telegramB from Paris state that 
the Government is alarmed, and not 
without reason, at tho state of 
popular sentimont towards tho Em- 
peror. Secret societies, with ramifica- 
tions in every commune in tho Em- 

" pire, whoso object is the dethrone- 
ment of Napoleon, aro known to 
6xiBt, but their members aro raroly 
detected. A demonstration attempt- 
ad in honor of a victim of the coup d\ 
etat was suppressed, and those cn» 
gagod in it imprisoned or fined as 

' enemies of tho public peace. In tho 
Press tbo power of the Empire — since 

i the failure of the Mexican expedition 
and the bucccbs of Prussia — is openly 
derided and defied ; but when ona journal is 
attached a dozen liae from its ashes to renew 

' the fight in the cause for which it battled. 
Ono of ihe boldest and moet satirical writers 
in tbe Press of tho day— M. Roclielort of La 
Lanterne newspaper — week after week alt. 
tacked the chastity of tho Emperor's mother 

: by asserting that ho was 'not his father's 
•on,' by exposing his private vice?, by 
ridiculing his policy, and emimnri»ting his 
diplomatic failures. When sought by the 

. " Government, Rocheforl fled to Brussels, 
there set up bis press, and now floods the 
Empire with his journal, which is smuggled 
across the frontier. The poople are deeply 
disaffected, and no wonder tha Government 
in alarmed, and resolved to take vigorous steps 
towards suppressing all demonstrations of a 
political character. Napoleoo, despito hie 
mistakes, is a £i6at and wise Prince. He has 
raised France Irom tbe slatus of a second- 
rate Eur<.,jean power, into which she was 
fast falling under the Orleans dynasty, to her 
present proud position, and has proved a 
faithful ally of our own mother country. So 
long as he can with confidence rely upon the 
fidelity ol his eoldiers, he has littlu to fear 
from a popular emute. In Spain Iho first 
gymptoms of rovolt came from tha army. In 
France tho popular voice has sounded tho 
first noto ol discontent, and it is a remarkable 
and ominous fact that in every uprising of 
tbe French people they have early in tbe 
struggle secured the fraternization of the 
army and inarched with its eagles to 
vicrory. VVa shall watch with no liltle in- 
terest tbo progress of events on tho continent 
for the next few months. 

The growing prospeiity of Canada 
is illustrated by some roturna quoted 
in ono of tho papers of tbo Dominion. 
In nine years just past tho imports 
had increased upwards of 81 por cont,, 
and the exports 94. Tho oxporto of 
manufactures rose from $26,000 to 
$989,001), and the population had bcon 
enlarged annually by 3i por oont. A 
fftOi which Berves to bring out in a still 
more striking manner tbe comfortable 
condition of tho peoplo is that, in ton 
years deposits in banks bavo inoroaeod 
350 per oent. Lot the reador oompare 
the rate of wages in Canada and tbe 
"United States, tho cost of living, tho 
prico of all artioloa nocossary for per- 
sonal comfort or domostio uso, and in- 
quire as to the feeling with wbioh they 
would bo received in tbo two couu- 
trios— and thoy may probably bo led 
to the conclusion that tboro is vory 
good rcuBon why tho Itopablicans at 
Chicago should have acknowledged tho 
importance oi. encouraging "foreign 
immigration" into tbo United SiaK'S, 



We hear that a protest will be pre- 
sented to His Excellency tbe Governor 
to-day against tbo Bolooliom of MosarB 
ilelmcken and Drake as mombors of 
Council on tbe ground that aliens 
aud other unqualified persons wore 
allowed lo vote. Yiovved from a 
moral aupoct, tho lato soleotion shocks 
us; but what remedy is tho/o for tho 
ovil? Besides, both sides availod 
themselves of tbo illegal votos, and 
suppose a scrutiny wero to take place, 
would tbo result be cbangod ? Wo 
don't think wo would try to drown a 
duck by pouring water on its back, 
neither would wo waste time, paper 
aud ink in protesting against a doois>> 
ion which, call it what you may, is 
only a reoommondation, after all. 
Tbe most sonsiblo course is for the 
poople to deolino to again go to tho 
polls to "selool" their representatives, 
and pending Cor.fodoration, to appeal 
to tho Homo Government for a ro- 
nowal of our constitutional privileges 
and n restriction of the franchise to 
propei ly qualified peraons.

rerrio Creek in situated about ttrenly-five 
miles from Wild Uoieo Oreelt, west. It is a 
tributary of tho St Mary. From the junction 
of the St Mary, Kennedy City is sis miles. 
A good wagon road ii oompleted for tout 
distance by a few outorprising miners, Judge 
O'Rielly assisting by giving 850. Tbis 
Groek was situok on the 15th of Septem- 
ber last. A fow days afterwards there 
were twenty- five hundred miners prospect, 
ing and mining to advantage. Kane & Co 
made 812 to SIS per day ; Hoof & Co the 
Hame, and several companies only Btartiog 
tnado an ounce per day to tho hand. Ab 
high as 4 ounces to tho pan has been ob- 
tained, but only in places. Tho paying min- 
ing ground is about six miles in length, as 
far as provod yet; but a much larger space 
is anticipated n-xt season, on the opening of 
the creek. Tho miners in general seem to 
be woll satisfied that the creek will pay 
good wages— although no large strikes 
have as yot been made. Surface dig- 
gings are only worked at present; bat it 
is believed the bedrock will pay next aea" 
son, as it is too lato this fall to prospoct on 
any estensivo scbIu. 

A tpwn has been surveyed on Porrio 
Creek, nailed Kennedy City, in honor of one 
of the discoverers. There are several stores 
and yalooDP, blacksmith ami butcher Bhops. 
A trail will be opened from Pea Vine Prairio 
due north for a distance of Gfteen miles, and 
it is confidently believed there will be at 
least two thousand men on the various 
Creeks nest summer.- 

The City Pound. — In the proceedings of 
the City Council, during the last few months, 
much has been said about the City Pound 
and the appointment of a keeper. Many 
people want to know, not without reason, 
whether tho institution is working? The 
streets are constantly filled wilh cows, hogs 
and geeso, which commit serious depreda- 
tions on tho public with porfect impunity. 
For instance, on Wednesday evenintr, a cow, 
on Wharf street, ran off in a most scientific 
manner with a bag of fine Timothy seed, 
worth at least S10, and eeatterod it broadens' 
as she jogged away. Very naturally, the

The benefits of this 
noble society are notouiifined to natives of 
France, bat the roll of membership is open 
to all nationalities. The Association own 
the Duilding and tho ground on which it 
standi?, and, have a considerable sum of 
money oi>t at interest. 

Night Watchman. — Tho nomination of 
Michael Hart to succeed tho late Michael 
McGee, as Night Watchman of Yates street 
Ward, has been confirmed by the Stipen- 
diary Magistrate. It will be satisfactory to 
the citizens generally to know that Mr Har ! 
recoived the signatures of t two-thirda of 
the residents of the Ward, recommending 
him to this situation of trust and confidence, 
and that hia character was afterwards thor- 
oughly investigated by the Magistrato beforo 
he confirmed the appointmsot.

The Saratoga correspondent of tho N Y 
World giveB an outspoken occount of this 
absurd and unnatural fashion. It would bow- 
ever b-J considered too plain spoken for 
Colonial taste, bo we oontent ourselves with 
the Tribune's milder letter. 

This very extreme ol the preiont Paris 
toilette prevails at. Saratoga to-day. or rather 
an imitation which might be called a bur- 
lesque or extravaganza of an arit'que style. 

Not a bell or sw«ll hoop is to be found 
where once an army of ;hem was in motion. 
Tho chignon is worn on top of tho head, 
with twoswitobes inserted in the hair about 
thirty degrees below the key of the arch on 
each side of the centre, which forms pendants 
like the horns of a goat, or, to be more pre- 
cise, like those of a chamois. 

Tho dress baa a medium waist adapted to 
a hoop 8omowhat ol tho shape of a barrel, 
large at the centre and small at each end, 
with a backward swell to assist in forming 
the traiD. A large bustlo or ' pannier,' it 
worn at the top of the hoop, upon which is 
gathered up five or six yards ot material io 
a kind of bundle. 

This is called the 1 blanchisse' or washer- 
woman's Btylo, but really resembles the 
humps of a camel's back. Across the lower 
hips, below this ' pannier,' a band extends. 

It will thus be seen that we uuvo tho most 
extraordinary toilette known in tho realms 
of fashion for the last 500 years. It may be 
remembered as a ui3Uric lact that a chaugo 
of fashion ohungeB ti e whole tone of u 
pereon's manner. The stately, patronizing 
airs assumed by our bellos a short time ago. 
when dressed in the ample dowager skirts 
then in vogao, would hardly be becoming 
tho wearer ol the fashionable garb of the 
day. 

As a logical trquonco of tbis, all our 
belles, when walltirjg or standing, ineload ol 
tho statoly 6lep or tho statuesque, assume 
what is called tho'Greoian bend,' or tho air 
of dillidcuco or enquiry, with all the ad 
juncls. 

Tho Grecian bend is performed by palling 
tho lowor hips up to a point even with tho 
lower ribs, throwing the pit of tho stomach 
back or in, the shoulders forward.

Feelius Towards Prussia. 

ITrom tbo Paris Contitutiouncl, Sept. 2'J.J 
The Austrian press exhibits less satisfac- 
tion with the speech of the King of PruBsia 
than do most of the other European journals 
whose opinions have as yot reached Paris 
That circumstonco deserves to bo tho moro 
remarked that, in general the principal Ger- 
man organ 1 in Austria, have held for some 
time past very friendly laDguage towards 
tho Berlin government. However, thero is 
no necessity to exaggerate the bearing of the 
sharp criticisms which the Vienna prints 
employ against the words of his Majesty at 
Kiel; they apply, perhapit, less to the puisageB 
of the royal speech whioh might anggost war. 
like comments than to the sentence iu it which 
mentions the events ol 18GG. Public opinion 
in Austria bofore and during the war with 
Prussia was always unanimous in reoogniz 
ing that the Cabinet of Vienna had douo 
nothing either to prepare or precipiate bostil 
itics; it nover shared, on this point, the ideas 
spread abroad by a considerable number of 
Pruas'nns, Belgian and Frenab journals. 
The history ol these events has beau written 
since by authorized publicists; diplomatic 
documents have been issued bearing on the 
whole progress of the war; and in those 
nothing appears to indicate, aa respocts Aus- 
tria, & preconceived plan to settle her qunr- 
rel with Prussia by force of arms. The 
suscoptibilily of the Vienna journals is there 
fore probably aroused by the words in the 
King's reply which refei to wars forced on 
princes and on Dations. King William vory 
likely intended to speak only in general 
terms; but not the less true is it that in 
Vienon hia words havo been understood as 
an allusion to tbo origin cf tho war of 18GG, 
and to this impression, no doubt, tho disap 
proving comments in tho journals of that 
capital are to be attributed. 



The Grecian Bend in Europe— Women 
Devilish— Not Hideous.

Although the following passage — extract- 
ed from a lady's private letter — waa written 
with uo thought of publication, we think our 
readers will be interested in it criticism by 
one of tho fair sex on a bad fashion of the 
day :

The hoela of their boots 
aro pointed, high, and exootly in the middle 
of the loot, and their gait is something start 
ling. Tho young ladies, ol course, lean 
forward, inclining their backs, from the want 
upward, at an angle approaching forty-five 
degroes, causing the hump or bunch buforo 
mentioned to protrudo still mora monstrously 
— even to deformity; and they necessarily 
walk as if treading on eggs, in such onnstan 
d;oad arc thoy ol a fall, This is the modo 
in vogue, and it is supposed to bo a reviva 
of the ancient classic Grecian bend !' 

Alexander Dumas to Visit th*: '.United 
States-— The terms of an agreement rooent- 
ly made by M. Alexandre Dnmss with Mr. 
Oilman, the well known impresario, have 
just been publishod. Tho coiubratod writur 
wob to havo gono to America to read extracts 
from his dramas, novels, Books of iravol and 
memoirs; and Borne of the Bcones from his 
plays wore to have bean noted by a troop of 
players who were tobavo accompanied Duihuh 
and M Ullman to America tor 1ho purpose. 
Alexander Dumas haa boasted in hia me- 
moirs of his talent lor cooking ; and it ap» 
pours that of this as of his other tulonts, ho 
wue to give palpable demonstration. After 
giving a reading and presiding at a pdriorm- 
anco, he was to cook a dinner, of which tho 
public was to be allowed to parlako, nt tho 
rate of 85 per head. Admittance to tho lit- 
erary banquet was to oost but onn dollar. 
Fur reading, reciting and cooking, Alex- 
ander Dumas was to reccivu 25,000 
francs a month, besides n aharo in the 
profits. The excoution of tho contract, 
nowovor, has beon postponed by mutual con- 
stant in view of the Presidontal election, 
whieh, by diverting publio attention, might, 
it was thought, Interfere with the success of 
the enterprise. Accordingly tho departure 
of M Dumas for the United States haa been 
postponed until next year,— Pall Mall Qa- 
zette Sept. 19. 



Letter from London. 



(rnoK our own correspondent.) 

London, Saturday, Sept, 19, 18C7. 

Yesterday Father Ignatius was mobbed 
in Lombard street. Some thous'anda of 
peraonB gathered from tho banks and 
racrcuntilo houses of this London business 
strcat; banged, roared, and pelted at the 
Police-locked gates of tho chnrch in 
which tho English monk was preaching; 
pelted, incited, and grossly outraged 
ladies and clergymen as tboy ventured 
out, and tho young Father himself was 
only Baved from violence, perhaps death, 
by tho adroit manoeuvres of tho Police. 
Ho was, after a long time, aud several 
efforts got away in a cab; and all this for 
a little bold preaching, a departuro from 
tho pulpit cowardice, which tho news- 
papers have been denouncing, Ho said 
Lombard street was worse than Jericho, 
near which the man foil among thieves. 
Ho may havo called its dutiizetis a genor* 
ation of vipers. Ho quoted Seripturo at 
them. So hard is it to suit people. 
Preach smooth things and they despise 
you and go to sleep or stay at homo; 
preach rough ones and they mobyoa, and 
pelt your congregation. Lord Sydney 
Godolphin Osborne says the English 
Church is nlreudy disestablished. The 
Stnte has 110 longer any choice, power or 
control in tho matter. It is folly to sny 
that thin arrogant treachery is found only 
in a Sect. The (Jhurch is going to Rome 
while tho Bishops aro playing croquet. 
Then, whilo commending tho boldness of 
Father Ignatius' sermons to tho fashion- 
ables at Brighton, he says his assumption 
of the robe and cowl of a monk is nau- 
seous to Protestants and insulting to 
Roman Catholics. 

Several of tho Paris journals comment 
on tho lungungo of tho King of Prussia at 
Kiel, and their appreciation of his words 
is xcecdingly various. The most im- 
portant of tho articlos appears in the 
Constitutionnel, nnd may justly bo looked 
upon as semi official. It says : — 'The 
pacific intention of tho King of Prussia in 
his observations cannot, in our opinion, bo 
attenuated by tho phrase in which his 
Majesty eulogizes his army and iiavy, 
This compliment to tho officers of both 
services present at tho reception is ensily 
understood as coming from a sovereign 
proud of the military successes of late 
years. 

Of the other journals which remark on 
the King's words tho Avenir National 
expressed itself in tiicso terms : — " King 
William calls God to witness, beforo 
whom ho declares himself responsible. 
Ho nffirms that in Europe he sees no 
threatening circumstance; but ho points 
to his fleet and his army, 'that strength 
of tho country which has proved that it 
does not fear to accept and carry to a 
successful termination a struggle when 
forced on it' as a principal guarantee of 
pence. Tho sovcroign of Count do Bis- 
marck evidently desired to speak to 
Europe as much as to tho rector of tho 
Kiel University. Ho sees uo reason for 
war, he says, and in presence of God ho 
desires peace. If, in order to maintain 
this desirable tranquility tho principal 
support must bo found in that fleet and 
immense army ready to go to war, whoso 
is the fault?" 

We havo already given a notico of the 
long article written by M, Guizot for the 
lieouc des Deux-Mondes on the present 
situation of Europe, particularly inasmuch 
us Prussia nnd Franco are concerned. 
Speaking of Napoleon the writer sayB : — 
I do not think that the Italian war, with 
the grave embarrassments which attand- 
ed and have followed its 'ericaesses in the 
Mexican war, with its lamentable issuo, 
can have greatly strengthened iu the 
Emperor Napoleon's heart a taste for 
war, aud for the problems which it raises. 
I know not whether bo still retains oil 
that faith in his destiny, all that confi- 
dence in his fortune, which for a long 
time characterized his life Tho experi- 
ence of disappointments aud of reverses is 
u heavy burden to boar, even for the 
raoBt obntinath optiraiste or fatalists. Morec, 
ever, ago comes on, bringing with it other 
than personal iuterosts and other preoccupa- 
tions than the fancieB of imagination or the 
workings of solitary thought. From these 
facts and moral probabilities I infer that in 
the question of peace or wur arising out of 
the events in Germany and in spite of tba 
regret and utinoyancea those oveuta must 
causo him, the Emperor Napoleon is moio 
inclined to poaoe than war, and that he will 
seek rather to allow time gradually to heal 
tho wounds of France and his own than em- 
bitter them by running fresh links. 

The Cornerc MtrcantiUe of Gsnoa alleges 
that in oonsi quenco of dissonsions between 
tho Lett, the Uaribaldiana and the Itataxzi 
party, tho Nuplos political meeting has been 
postponed till towards tho olose of October. 
Many persona think |it is definitely aban- 
doned. 

Tho caso of the Nuova Epoca of Floronco, 
charged with insult to tho person of Kinp 
Vicior Emanuel, haa been heard by tho Court 
of Assizes in that city. The jury found tho 
accusation proved, and tho tribunal Bonteuccd 
the gerarit to six months' imprisonment and 
2000 Iruncs Bne. 

The Ficcanaso, a Turin journal, has beeo 
soized on aocount of articles abusivo ol tbo 
King. 

M. Cz^rrty. editor of tho Narodny Pokroh, 
of Prague, has boen sontouced for having 
disturbed publio tranquility, to eighteen 
months' imprisonment and a fino of 3,000 
florins. M Delnik, holding a similar poet on 
tho Workman's Daily Sheet, has been sen- 
tenced to three months of the sumo punish- 
ment und to pay 100 florins, for having ex- 
cited hatred uguinat nationalities aud relig 
ions. 

Tho Paris Dcbah. in an exhaustive article 
on tho policy and duty of France towards 
Prussia, says :— Our. natural allios aro not to 
be found in Germany. Instead of interfering 
wilh tho internal organization of Germany 
wc would do bottor to imitate Prussia and 
draw closer our military and comnaeicial ties 
with tho countries which gravitato naturally 
towards our orbit. Franco ia forcibly called 
upon to exeroiiO over those countries tho 
same kind of inlluonco that Prussia exercises 
over the StateB which form tbo Oooladeralion, 
and Germany would havo no right to com- 
plain il wo followed tho example bIib herself 
baa sot. 

Garibaldi has addressed tho following let- 
ter to the Mutual Aid Suaiaty at Turin undar 
date of Cnprera, September 14 . — ''You have 
done wiill lo nnnntitntn an BHRneintinn nf thu 



brave man who have made (be campaigns of 

the country. Tho duty of all IialinnB is to 
wash out the shame which has fallen on onr 
nativo land under la e circumstances. But 
mare especially doea that obligation fall on 
thoBo who, with arms in their hands, sustain 
the nation in maintaining its rightB. 

The papers of (his morning give the par« 
ticulnra of a scene of wholesale slaughter 
whioh occurred on board an Italian vessel — 
the Theresa, which has just arrived at Macao. 
The Theresa left Macao on the 9th of Feb- 
ruary wilh 290' Coolies and a cargo of silk, 
tea, itc. At the end of sixty-two days aho 
arrived in eight of the shores of New Zoalond. 
While He crew wore occupied in tbo fore- 
part of tee vessel the Coolies lOBhed lo tho 
cabins and seized tbo arms lying there. They 
then attacked the crew and in about tea 
minutes a dozen sailors (Italians) wore killed, 
backed to pieces and flurjg into theeea. The 
second mate, who defended himsalf bravely, 
recoived the contents of a gun tired closo to 
him by a sailor who was forced by the 
Coolies to commit the murder. The boat- 
swain's mnto received, nineteen wounds and 
was put in irons. After eighty days of 
horriblo tortures (nails being driven ioto his 
bead), ha was killed about lorty-eight hours 
before the vessel arrived off the coast of China. 
Now follows tho most appalling part c( this 
drama. Aflor having exterminated nearly 
the whole of the crew the coolieB began 
fighting among themselves, and fifty of them 
wero killed, Tha victorious party then pro- 
ceeded to docapitate the dead, whoso heads, 
packed in boxes, woro slowod away in the 
bold, At the end of sixty days the stench 
exhaled by these remains became almost a a » 
Bupporiable. Tho unfortunate wife of the 
Captain, who was cuufiuod bctwoen decks, 
sutler jd dreadfully from it, aud wasothorwiie 
subjected to the most cruel treatment, Tho 
majority of the cooli«s wcio pirates and wero 
paifootly acquuiuted with the use of tho 
compass and wilh the churl?. They com> 
palled tho Captain to steBr for the port of 
Tim-Puck. On arriving there the Theresa 
was pillaged by them, and tbo Mandarins 
aided iu stripping the vessel, In this condi- 
tion the vessel, abandoned by the pirates, 
arrived at Macao, having on board tba iei 
maindcr of the craw, consisting of eight 
sailors, and tbo wife of the Captain.
